The 
daylight 
saving 
schedule 
which was followed last sum m er for 
the first time in the Cnited S tates, 
will again go into effect at 7 o’clock 
'Sunday m orning M arch 30. 
It a p ­ 
pears th at there was some dispute 
as to the exact hour when the clocks 
will be moved forward* one hour, hut 
according to the 
best inform ation 
obtainable here the change will be 
made two hours a fte r m idnight S a t­ 
urday. 
The coldfusion as to the date is 
due to the wording and the evident 
intent of the law providing for the 
new schedule which was passed by 
the congress in the early spring of 
19 18 . 
The law provides th at 
the 
change shall he made on M arch 31 
at 7 a. m., but w as enacted with 
p articu lar reference to 19 18 . 
The 
date was fixed 
because 
last year 
M arch 31 came on Sunday, but this 
year M arch 31 
falls on 
M onday. 
However, it is the evident intent of 
congress to m ake the change 
on 
Sunday. 
It is known th at congress intend­ 
ed 
to m ake 
some changes in 
the 
daylight 
saving law, and 
probably 
rej>eal it altogether, but the filibust­ 
er which w as staged during the clos­ 
ing hours of the session prevented 
any discussion of the law. 
As a 
result the form er law stand s as it 
was enacted in 19 18 . 
The clocks are « hanged on Sunday 
m orning because of convenience for 
the 
railroads. 
There 
are 
few er 
trains operated on Sunday morning 
than at any oth er time of the week. 
The local railroad 
offices have re ­ 
ceived official word 
th at the clocks 
will be moved forw ard at 7 o'clock 
Sunday m orning, so it is know'n that 
the railroads will follow

which was followed last summer for 
tile' first' time in the United States, 
will again go into effect at 2 o'clock 
Sunday morning March 30. It ap- 
pears that there was some dispute 
as to the exact hour when the.cloc'ks 
will'be moved forward' one hour, but 
according to the best information 
obtainable here - the change will be 
made two hours after midnight Sat- 
urday. 


The corifusion as to the date is 


due to the wording and the evident 
intent of the law providing for the 
new schedule which was passed by 
the .congress in.the early spring of 
1018. 
The law provides that 
the 


change shall be made on March 31 
at 2 a. m., but was enacted with 
particular reference to 1918. The 
date was fixed because last year. 
March 31 qame on Sunday, but this 
year March 31 falls on Monday. 
However, it is the evident intent of 
congress to make the change on 
Sunday. 


•It is known that congress intend- 


ed to make some changes in' the 
daylight saving law, and probably 
repeal it altogether,-'but the filibust- 
er which was staged during the clos- 
ings hours of the session prevented 
any discussion of the law. As a 
result the former 'law staii3s as it 
was enacted in 1018. 
'The clocks are changed on Sunday 
morning because of convenience for 
the 
railroads. 
There 'are 
fewer 


trains operated on Sunday morning 
than at any other time of the week. 
The-local railroad' offices have re- 
ceived official word that the clocks 
will be moved forward at 2 o'clock 
Sunday morning, so it is known that 
the railroads will follow 
the new 


schedule after that time, regardless 


'| what others may do. 4, However, 


in:yiew'of the fact that the public 
is inclined to adopt the same time 
that the railroads do it is expected 
that 
the " change will 
be made 


throughout 
the 
country 
at that 


hour. 


The daylight saving plan is not 


as popular in rural communities as 
it is in the industrial centers. Muny 
of the factories here begin work at 
7 'o'clock 
which 
under the 
new 


schedule means 0 a. m. Instead ot 
quitting- -work at (i o'clock in the 
a'fternoon, 
the are' relieved at .) 


o'clock. 
It is this feature that ap- 


peals to many people, especially to' 
tho.se who tend their own ganicn.s, 
as it gives them another hour after 
working time to look after 
their 


:ardens. 


It really makes little difference to 


farmers during the summer months 
what time the clock may show as 
they work from early morning 
to 


late at night in order to take care 
of the, large amount of work that 
must be done at that season of the 
year. 
However, 
the majority of 


farmers would pretfer the standard 
'time to the new daylight 
saving 


hours as a matter of convenience 
when they leave the farm. 


The change in time will lie made 


as it wsls last year and no difficulty 
is anticipated. 
Most o£ the- trains 


that are due to leave their terminals 
about midnight will be held for one 
hour so that they will reach their 
destinations as shown by the re- 
vised schedule.
